Group II: claim(s) 11-14, drawn to a heater comprising an electric heater, partitions 
dividing into a suction chamber and discharge chambers, wherein each discharge 
chamber has a perforated plate having discharge holes. 

A heater including a perforated plate having discharge holes is a common 
technical feature of Inventions I and II above. However, Kimihito et al. (JP 2000-022325, 
provided by Applicant) discloses a heater (17) having a perforated plate (22) having 
discharge holes (31) blowing hot air (12) (abstract, fig. 1) and so it is not Applicant's 
contribution over prior art. Thus, the common feature is not a special technical feature 
and claims 7-14 fail to form a single general inventive concept. Therefore, unity of 
invention is lacking and restriction is proper.
